Great cnro 
and expense were lavished upon tbe con 
itructlori of bsllooas, and no improvement

with so k«en a seute of the ludicrous as the 
Freocb, the new discovery should be made 
ibe object of pitiless burlesque and caricitue. 
All manner of absurd flying-machines were 
represented in colored prints, and all sort* 
ot ridiculous schemes were put forth in 
satirical prospectuses.
